HUME CRONYN 


Born in London, Ontario and educated at 
Ridley College and McGill University, Hume 
Cronyn is a man of many talents andhe has 
had ready recognition of his gifts. A star of 
stage and screen, he has also enjoyed suc- 
cess as a director, writer and producer. 
During his three decades-plus in all divi- 
sions of the performing arts, he has ap- 
peared or starred in twenty-eight Broad- 
way productions, a score of films, and has 
directed a dozen plays.

Cronyn was kept busy there for several 
years and his third film THE SEVENTH 
CROSS brought him a nomination for an 
Oscar. He was prominent in LIFEBOAT, 
THE POSTMAN RINGS TWICE, BRUTE 
FORCE, SUNRISE AT CAMPOBELLO, THE 
GREEN YEARS and a variety of comedies. 
During that period he also contributed 
screen treatments for ROPE and UNDER 
CAPRICORN. His most recent motion pic- 
tures are THE ARRANGEMENT, GAILY, 
GAILY and THERE WAS A CROOKED MAN. 

Mr. Cronyn appeared on television as early 
as 1939 as Ned Farrar in HER MAJESTY’S 
VOICE on NBC.
